Tho poet spent his childhood In this 
little village, lie was sent to school Ir. 
Bordeaux, whero he wns described fis 
'Itillc » mischievous youngster, nnd, 
like most good poets, was an exceed- 
ingly poor mathematician. The lectur- 
er related an amusing Incident of 
young Francis In school, when the "In. 
spectcur des lycées" came around one 
morning, and unfortunately for ■;;<- 
youngster, the Inspector's roving eyes 
alighted on our poor Francs, probab- 
ly one of the poorest students, of the 
class. The speaker's words occasioned 
.1 laugh as he told of the youngster'! 
attempts to show his knowledge cf 
mathematics. 

At his father's death, while the pcet 
was still a young man, he was sent to 
work In a lawyer's office. But the lat- 
ter soon found that Jan-.mes would r.T'. 
be uf much use to him. 

He later went to Paris, but he did 
not' flhirthe life cf the capital to his 
liking, and ho soon returned to Itls 
native village, where he spent atmOJt 
the rest of his life. It was here that 
most of his life's work was devoted. 

In 1S3S his frst book wss published, 
and he soon became famous. His work 
wns mostly appreciated for Its sia:- 
pllclty of style which could not very 
easily be Imitated.

But even murderous lunatics have <t certain amount of wisdom. They 
value their own lives, whether they value other lives or not. And on British 
soil there are many homicide! lunatic* who would In all probability b« mur- 
derer* in the S'.atef. — but they are "to t>!un -j scared" to be murderers i'J a 
country where justice is sure and awfu!. 

Human psyuhoiogy work* on criminal lunatics at well »t <tn rational 
human beings. 

And yet we admir< th< courage of >;.« men in Michigan state who 
abolished capital punishment. This experiment it at dangerous as an ex- 
periment could be, and here «gain 8tu4ent« from OVtsidç should look on and 
see the résulte for themselves. 

The time is coming when the forces In favor of the abolition oj < apita) 
punishment will be strong and aggressive.

Studonta hy now know, or should 
know, that onn of the offerings at 
local theatres next week Is un opera 
presented by a McCilll organization— 
tho Operatic and Choral Society. 

In pulling on "Tom Jones" a year 
ngo, this society conferred on McCilll 
the distinction of being the first fjahtt"- 
dliin university to produce an opera. 
Tho support accorded this venture 
was sufficient to encourago them to 
enibnrk on a similar project this year. 

Hence "Iolunlhc". This opera waa 
selected because |*crmission to play 
rillhert and Sullivan— assuredly the 
most famous composers of light opera 
the world has ever seen— Is now avail- 
able from Mr. Rupert D'Oyly Carte, 
who holds the copyright. 

"Iolanthe" is ono of the best known 
of tho Savoy Oporas, and is many peo- 
ple's favorite. It Is certainly the best 
of tho operas available, for It would 
be obviously unwise to play any of the 
four presented here by the D'Oyly 
Carte Opera Company last winter. So 
great a success was "Iolanthe" that 
when first produced In 18S2 at the 
Savoy Theatre, London, it ran for 3ÎS 
performances. 

The music of this opera reflects the 
sympathy and genius of Sir Arthur 
Sullivan. Many of the songs, such as 
"When I went to the Bar as a very 
young man", "The law's the true em- 
bodiment", the Sentry's Song (which 
was mlsriuoted at the last meeting of 
the Economics Club), and the pathe 
tic "He Loves!" have become world 
famous. 

The fantastic plot Is Gilbertian in 
Us ingenuity, and at the same time is 
not lacking in an occasional note of 
that pathos of which Gilbert has such 
command. 

The plot opens with the re-admit- 
tance to, fairyland of Iolanthe, ban- 
ished for the slu of marrying a mort- 
al. She has a son, Strcphon, who has 
fallen in love with Phyllis, a ward of 
Chancery. The Lord Chancellor re- 
fuses his consent to the match, and 
Phyllis Is betrothed to two peers at 
once. After many complications, the 
opera ends with tho t'pper House be- 
ISg elevated to fairyland— thus becom- 
ing tho House of Perls and— marryins 
the fairies. 

To no small extent the success of the 
opera depends upon the acting of the 
Lord Chancellor, the part taken by 
Henry Lyttou on tho D'Oyly Carte 
Company. Those who know the talent 
of Mux Turd, cast for this role, are 
confident of the success of "Iolanthe". 
Other principals are Kthei Grey. 
George l|ohlen unit Mme. Kiln Stell- 
Ing, all of whom took prominent parts 
In "Tom .loues" Inst year; they are 
tilling the roles of Iolanthe, Strephop, 
and Phyllis respectively. Private Wil- 
lis Is played hy l.ouls Seott-MbnerteCf, 
while G. r. Wall ami It. G. Malllnaon 
ins the two betrothed peers, Lord 
Mnunlararat and Lord ToMoUer.
